left millions of others homeless. 
Australia, citing “ the realities

For 25 years, the fishing at B edfoot Lake in Tennessee 
has been extolled by the room m ate. 
In case you are unfam iliar with Reelfoot, it is a Lake 
form ed by an earthquake which hit the area in about 1850. 
The shudder of earth backed up part of the w ater from 
Mississippi River into a large wooded valley. The earth 
around it closed, the w ater form ed the present lake and 
the tree stum ps are still there. The Lake has been and is 
still stocked with bass and according to the room m ate has 
some of the finest bass fishing in the orldd..he proved it in 
the early 1950’s when he went two and three tim es a year. 
Our youngest son and family are now living in Memphis 
without fishing in Reelfoot. Last week-end was the week­ 
end selected for the outing. Reservations were m ade at 
the State Park Inn and a guide hired for Friday and 
Saturday. 
We left by plane Thursday evening and drove with the 
Memphis Greens up to Reelfoot along the Mississippi 
River. For miles and miles in all directions, fields were 
covered with that fam ed Mississippi mud. Houses and 
barns were under w ater in m any areas. 
The new motel rooms at the Inn w ere built on a platform 
but the Lake was so high that w ater swirled around the 
base of the motel rooms. Friday night it rained and rained 
hard. The next morning the lake was even higher and was 
saturated with a spill-over from the River. .It was w ater 
saturated with yellow clay with possibily some midwest 
top soil that had floated down the Ohio River. 
The first guide called to say that fishing would be lousy 
and he did not want to take their money for a day of “ no 
catch.” The three fisherm en in our fam ily do not 
discourage easily. The room m ate talked to the con­ 
servation officer and found another guide.Since the Lake 
is not m ore than IO to 15 feet deep and filled with tree 
stum ps and branches a special type boat is used. The 
boats are designed for two men only...and look like 
wooden canoes. The wind was blowing about 30 miles an 
hour, the sky was leaden, and the tem perature 45 degrees

A shock 
ran 
through 
the 
outdoor 
world

Indiana 
recently when first news of the 
killing of a young Golden Eagle 
came to light as the Audubon 
Society offered a reward for the 
arrest and conviction of those 
involved. 
The bird was found, at least 
its carcass was found, along a 
road on the south shoreline of 
I,ake Monroe. 
The eagle’s head and feet had 
been removed and the rem ain­ 
der of the carcass had been left 
for crows and vultures. 
W’hile first reports of the 
killing were made to Indiana 
Department 
of 
Natural 
Re­ 
sources conservation officers in 
January, the investigation was 
turned over to U. S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service game agents 
who say the investigation has 
stalled temporarily. 
A 
young 
married 
couple 
found the dead bird, but at first 
feared to have the report made 
public 
due 
to 
threats 
they 
received, apparently from those 
involved in killing the eagle. 
A federal game agent 
in 
Illinois reported no progress 
had been made in finding those 
who killed the bird. He said the 
only federal gam e agent in 
Indiana, just recently assigned, 
is 
attending 
a 
school 
in 


Washington 
and 
would 
not 
return 
until 
May 
when 
the 
investigation will begin again. 


Meanwhile, the Indiana Sas­ 
safras chapter of the Audubon 
Society with membership cen­ 
tered 
in 
Bloomington 
and 
Nashville, has offered a $500 
cash reward hoping the eagle’s 
killers will be found. 


Eagles 
are 
protected 
by 
federal law, and the penalty is 
$5,000 and up to one year in jail 
for individuals found guilty of a 
first offense. 


Barbara Restle, president of 
the Audubon chapter, said any 
additional funds donated for the 
reward would be added to the 
posted $500 figure. 
The chapter felt particularly 
responsible for the bird, since it 
was reported in lls annual bird 
count held in Janu ary. The 
killing 
followed 
within 
two 


weeks the published account of 
the bird being sighted at Lake 
Monroe. 


For that reason, the chapter 
said it will no longer report 
counts or sighting involving any 
predator birds like the eagle. 
The 
bird 
found 
at 
Lake 
Monroe was described as an 
immature Golden Eagle. Tail 
feathers 
were 
not 
removed 
from the bird as the killers 


apparently took the feet and 
head as “trophies.” 
Locating those feet and the 
head may be the only hope of 
finding the killers, and anyone 
with information which might 
bear on the investigation should 
contact local conservation offic­ 
ers or law enforcement agen­ 
cies. 
The Audubon noted when the 
Golden Eagle first was seen at 
Lake Monroe that this species 
is seldom seen east of the 
Mississippi River. No others 
have

WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
nationwide public opinion poll 
commissioned by the Republi­ 
can National Committee recent­ 
ly had more bad news in it for 
the 
GOP 
than

voters. 
The survey, by the Market 
Research Opinion firm, also 
demonstrated that Republicans 
are farther away from 
the 
mainstream of public attitudes 
an most specific issues than 
either Democrats or citizens 
who call themselves indepen­ 
dents. 
MRO 
put eight 
individual 
issues to a sample of 2,010 
persons and asked them to rate 
their opinions on a 
liberal- 
conservative scale of one to 
seven. 
Self-styled independents were 
closest to the overall average 
on five of the issues; Demo­ 
crats closest on two; Republi­ 
cans on one. And on five of 
those issues, the Republicans 
were farther away than the

Can an even wider group of 
experts, representing some 15 
denominations in Canada and 
the United States, do something

revitalizing 
Christian 
education for the local congre­ 
gation? 
Yes,

Educational 
Development 
ecumenical partnership. 
Or at least tc a degree. 
JE D has developed a four- 
part program which they call 
“ Christian Education: Shared 
Approaches.” 
“ Note we are using the word 
approaches, not curriculums,” 
said one staff member. “ The 
word curriculum suggests that 
education can be done through 
a package of resources that 
define what 
local 
education 
must be and how it should be 
developed. 
“ No one can tell the churches

today. The churches are all 
different.” 
The 
shared 
education 
ap­ 
proach emphasizes local church 
planning. 
Under the JE D plan, the 
experts will put together three

Bridge Approach Construction 


Will Close Highway 44 Aug. I 


INDIANAPOLIS— AUGUST 
I is the expected closing date for 
thru traffic on SR 44 between 
Liberty and Connersville, ac­ 
cording to Indiana State High­ 
way Com m ission E xecutive 
Director Roger F. Marsh. 
The closure is due to the 
construction of the approaches 
to the existing bridge over the 
East Fork of the Whitewater 
River in Union County. Highway 
officials plan to have SR 44 open 
again to traffic by November I.
